And we do {arther unanimouſly aſſure Your 
Majeſty, That we will be ready on aſl Occaſions to aſſiſt Your Majeſty, in ſupporting ſuch Alliances 
as Your Majeſty ſhall think fit to make in Conjunction with the Emperor, and the States General, for 
the Preſervation of the Liberties of Europe, the Proſperity and Peace of England, had for reducing 
the Exorbiant Power of France.

10 any unneceſſary Expence, ſo I make no doubt, that what ſoe ver ſhall be done during your Receſs, for the Ad- 
vantage of the Common Cauſe, in this matter, will have your Approbation at Our meeting in Winter.
